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I,  f.ommander  F.H.  O' KANE, 73324,  USEN,  being  first  duly  sworn 
on  oath  lo  depose  and  sayi 

I  4as  the  commanding  officer  of  the  U.S.'l.  TANG,  which  was  sunk 
by  her  own  last  torpedo  while  attacking  e  Japanese  donvoy  about  2 
a.m. t  Jotober  25,1944*  in  Formosa  Straits. 

‘l  arrived  at  the  Japanese  Naval  Interim  gation  Comp  at  Ofuna, 
Japar  on  November  3*  1944, and  wa3  transferred  from  there  on  23  July 

1945 


The  camp  at  that  time  was  divided  into  two  compounds,  the  west¬ 
ern  half  containing  one  barracks  building  divided  into  about  forty 
oel  .8  where  the  eight  other  survivors  of  the  U.8.S.  TANG  and  myself 
wera  confined  together  with  about  twenty  U.S.  ivrmy  and  ’J.S.  Naval 
aviators  and  'me  civilian. 

The  aviators  Just  mentioned  above  were  all  kept  in  solitary 
confinement,  but  as  all  nin»  TANC  survivors  including  myself  acted 
as  mess  cooks  delivering  food  to  the  aviators  in  solitary,  and 
sombbed  all  the  passageways,  I  was  personally  able  to  observe  the 
clibbings  and  other  tortures  administered  by  the  Japanese  guards  and 
senior  petty  officers. 

The  first  beating  I  observed  was  on  November  6,  1944.  three  days 
after  arrival  at  Ofuna.  About  0830  in  the  morning  all  the  TANG 
survivors  were  marched  through  a  gate  to  the  eastern  half  of  the 
compound  where  we:  were" lined  up  with  other  prison:rs.  Apparently  all 
the  Japanese  guards  and  chief  petty  officers  vere  present  including 
the  Warrant  Officer  head  of  the  camp  named  lida.  The  camp's  pharmacist's 
mate,  Kitamura,  read  a  list  of  nomas  including  Lt.  Kbfman,  USA,  Lt. 
Harris,  JSMC,  Lt.  Galvin,  USNR,  Lt.  Fullerd,  USN,  Lt.  Drown,  UP\\  and 
two  or  three  others.  He  then  called  Lieutenant  Commander  Fitzgerald, 

USN  and  stated  in  a  smattering  of  English  that  ell  prisoners  were  bad, 
that  the  first  men  celled  had  not  properly  bowed  to  some  of  the  guards, 

that  Fitzgerald  was  to  be  punished  too  as  he  was  the  senior  officer  in 

the  camp. 

The  above  men  were  then  lined  up  about  five  peces  in  front  of  of 

the  rest  of  ths  prisoners  end  made  to  stand  with  their  hands  over  their 

heads.  Then  with  the  head  of  the  comp,  Iidn, watching,  the  Pharmacist's 
Kate  Kitamura,  Gochyo  Aremaki  and  guards  named  Asoma,  Nishi  and  Sugata 
proceeded  with  a  wholesale  beating.  East  of  the  above  used  a  club 
about  the  size  of  a  baseball  bot,  that  used  by' Nishi  was  a  piece  of 
two  by  two  inch  timber  about  threo  feet  long.  Every  blow  was  as  visoious 
as  possible  resembling  an  attempt  to  hit  a  "home  run*.  They  fell  any¬ 
where  between  the  shoulder  blades  end  knees  of  the  prisoners,  knocking 
them  down,  and  in  three  cases  unconscious.  T70  of  those  wore  Lt.  Galvin 
end  Lt.  Harris.  The  unconscious  men  were  held  up  by  other  guards  and 
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their  beating  continued.  I  counted  the  blows  administered  to  Lieu¬ 
tenant  Commander  Fitzgerald.  They  •.•'ere  twenty-seven  in  number.  I 
consider  he  must  have  been  "out  on  his  feet"  about  half  way  through 
this  torture  when  Kitamura  knocked  him  clear  of  them  and  then  to  the 
ground.  This  beating  was  so  servers  that  I  fully  expected  several 
of  the  prisoners  would  be  killed.  Iida,  the  head  of  the  camp  watched 
all  this  end  made  no  move  to  stop  the  beating.  It  ended  only  because 
the  above  guards  and  pharmacist’s  mate  end  Goahyo  wore  too  exhausted 
to  continue. 

Duriqg  my  stay  at  Ofuna  the  galley  was  run  by  a  civilian  cook 
nicknamed  "Curley",  whose  real  name  was  Hate.  He  alone  prescribed 
the  meals  we.  received  and  accounted  for  the  stores  3ont  by  truck  from 
Yokosuka.  Within  a  day  after  stores  arrived  ho  -'ould  send  out  appro¬ 
ximately  half  or  3ix  bogs  of  rice  by  hand  truck,  presumably  to  be 
polished  in  the  village.  A  personal  check  by  myself,  and  my  inquiry 
from  the  prisoners  working  continuously  in  the  galley  showed  that  never 
rooro  than  two  of  these  bags  returned.  I  personally  carried  bags  of 
rice  snd  barley  end  several  wooden  buckets  of  both  bean  paste  end  soya 
sauce  from  the  stowage  cove  accross  from  Ofuna  to  civilian  carts. 

This  was  on  the  direct  order  of  Hats  who  was  present.  Tha  carts  were 
driven  off  and  the  supplies  never  returned. 

The  average  amount  of  vegetables  in  the  soups  would  never  exceed 
a  level  table  spoon  per  serving.  This  insufficient  amount  wo3  directly 
due  to  the  unscrupulous  dishonesty  of  Hate  who  would  retain  the  major 
port  of  each  vegetable  shipment  for  gerbage  to  trede  to  the  local 
piggery  for  pork.  I  personally  used  to  help  unload  the  bimonthly  vege¬ 
table  truck  which  arrived  from  Yokosuka,  and  observed  the  vegetables 
to  be  in  good  condition.  Hate  ordered  me  enl  the  other  prisoners  to 
stow  them  in  0  cave  across  from  Ofuna  where  he  v»uld  let  them  rot. 

Periodically  I  and  other  prisoners  would  sort  out  the  vegetables  which 
had  not  spoiled  anl  lopd  the  spoiled  ones  in  a  tub  on  the  back  of  Hata’s 
bicycle.  I  have  watched  Hata  make  es  many  as  three  trips  a  day  out 
the  compound  and  down  the  road  with  this  garbage,  he  would  bring  baok 
8  piece  of  port  after  the  last  trip  which  the  guards  and  the  hscd  of 
the  camp  would  eat.  Again  and  again  Hate  supervised  and  ordered  our 
burying  good  vegetables  in  the  ground.  They  would  be  dug  up  a  wee’* 
or  ten  days  lster  end  the  seme  procedure  as  outlined  above  would  take 
place  again. 

Fbr  a  pej iod  of  three  weoks  in  January  the  prisoners  were  able 
to  salvage  the  potatoe .peelings  from  tha  guards  potatoes  and  the  few 
that  wore  thinly  sliced  and  put  in  the  prisoners  soup.  The  peelings 
amounted  in  volume  to  about  three  times  our  normal  vegetable  ration. 

Then  Hata  became  aware  of  this  addition  he  ordered  it  stopped,  he 
had  Arekewa,  the  guard  cook,  administer  beatings  with  his  fists  to  the 
prisoners  working  in  the  galley,  and  proceeded  to  use  the  peelings 
for  additional  garbage  which  uaa  disposed  of  as  outlined  above.

frera  which  ho  had  not  recovered  nine  months  later. 


The  day  before  Christmas  19UU,  while  I  res  e  prisoner  "t  Ofunr , 
three  Englishmen, survivors  from  the  British  submarine  Stratagem 
arrived  at  Ofunr.  They  wore  housed  in  coll3  edjorning  our3  in  the 
Jestern  bnrrocks.  On  the  following  morning  for  no  apparent  offence 
Lt.  Douglas  of  the  Poyal  Navy  and  Seaman  Robinson  were  severely 
beaten  ey  a  guard  named  Nishi.  I  observed  this  from  my  cell  as  they 
wore  each  taken  out  to  the  -rest  of  the  barracks  near  r  washst'  ud  in 
full  view  from  my  window.  Each  was  given  fifteen  full  swings  ocros3 
the  legs  end  beck  with  r  club  the  size  of  o  baseball  bat.  When  the 
Englishmen  wars  first  allowol  the  weekly  both  7ith  us,  -bout  two 
weeks  letor,  they  v/era  still  block  and  blue  and  1-mo  from  this  boating 


From  my  arrival  at  Ofuna  until  February  the  Japanese  gsrrd  cook 
in  ths  galley  was  named  .jrakewe.  /hen  prisoners  on  mess  cook  duty 
cane  to  the  galley  for  water  or  to  return  mess  gear  ho  required  bows 
and  requests  in  exa.ct  Japanese.  If  tho  bow  was  not  low  enough,  or 
a  prisoner  fumbled  with  the  Japanese  terms,  Arrlr  :r.  would  strike  them 
with  his  fists  cbout  the  face  and  head  using  full  swings  and  closed 
fists,  the  blows  are  best  classified  03  "h'-ymskers" .  I  observed  him 
hit  Lt.  Scvadkin  30  33veroly  that  he  bleed  in  tne  mouth,  end  his  free 
remained  severely  swollen  for  over  e  week.  In  the  same  occasion 
/.rekawo  hit  me  with  his  closed  fist  only  two  times,  but  severely  enough 
to  chip  the  corners  off  two  of  my  t  cth.  Our  only  offense  wa.s  in 
not  setting  down  tho  tureens  of  mes3  cser  before  bowing  and  thenking 
th6  guard  for  the  food  -’e  hrd  just  had. 


Every  member  of  my  err?,  Lt.  71>nnagan,  Lt.  Sr.vrdkin,  Leibold, 
Trukko, Decker,  Caverly,  DaSilve,  and  Nororrnski  either  observed 

by  me  to  be  beaten  by  Arckewo,  or  reported  tho  fret  to  me  personally 


//hile  I  was  a  prisoner  at  Ofunr,  early  in  .Tunuary  19^5.  I  ”ss 
working  cleaning  up  the  compound  close  to  tho  cell  occupied  by  Lt.  Emil. 
Emil  told  me  that  he  hpd  just  been  questioned  by  the  ’’Little  Conm/vidar" , 
and  had  told  him  he  didn't  kno  i  the  answers  to  tho  question  !.  Th't 
the  "Little  Commander" ,  3omotimos  called  the  "Little  Captain",  but  -bosh 
reel  name  is  Sanemntsu,  h°i  s^id  ho  would  bo  :irdo  to  talk.  This  ~as 
furthef  confirmed  by  an  English  speaking  ,-urrd  named  Kirose,  who  told 
mo  of  Srnenotsu's  orders  to  beat  Emil.  Emil  W33  very  -orried  -nd  m 
ovents  followed,  rightfully  so.  His  severe  boatings  started  that  night 
7ith  clubbing  by  guards  named  .'.;om°,  Nishi  ••  nd  Sugote  in  rotation  as 
they  came  on  watch  and  supervised  by  the  pha.rr.’ ci3t's  mrto  nnjied  ritamura 


On  succeeding  nights  when  I  went  to  the  head  I  observed  each  of  the 
above  mentioned  Japanese  clubbing  Lt.  Emil  including  Kitamuro,  os 
they  dragged  him  into  the  passageway  where  bulkheads  did  not  interfer 
with  swinging  their  clubs.  On  two  occasions  i  sov?  Emil  unconscious 
on  the  deck  at  the  end  of  those  night-time  flails.  .  The  guards  would 
then  dump  him  beck  into  his  cell.-  I  am  sure  that  Emil  never  got  another 
chance  to  talk. 

Storting  '•bout  a  ueek  lr  ter  the  ev if  tors  wero  taken  from  solitary 
confinement  and  made  to  push  a  handleless  swab  up  and  down  the  passoge- 
noys.  I  observed  this  through  the  open  door  in  a  partial  bulkhead 
dividing  our  bnrrcks.  The  weather  was  bitterly  cold  and  the  initial 
water  from  the  swab  froze  iranedietely  on  deck.  The  majority  of  the 
aviators  including  Lt.  Bnil  nere  made  to  push  the  sawb  without  shoes 
or  socks.  The  ice  cut  the  skin  off  their  feet.  Whenever  they  slipped, 
slowed  up  from  oxhcustion.or  collapsed,  they  were  clubbed  with  timbers 
the  size  of  bosob-ll  bats.  I  observed  Kitnmura,  the  pharmacist's  mate; 
Asoma,  Nishi,  Sugata,  and  Obaro  administer  thi3  clubbing.  On  one 
occasion  especially  when  Asorar, Nishi  and  Sugatn  were  beating  Emil  he 
collapsed  completely.  They  celled  Obnra  who  was  the  duty  guard,  who 
in  turn  sent  me  for  the  pharmacist's  Kitdraurn.  The  pharmacist's  mates 
treatment  was  to  pick  Emil  up  and  throw  him  into  his  cell. 

The  above  torture  continued  with  the  screams  of  tho  aviators 
reaching  throughout  the  compound  and  the  sound  of  the  blows  clearly 
audible. 

In  the  first  week  of  Mr.rch  after  I  h*d  been  transferred  to  the 
eastern  half  of  the  compound  Emil  was  again  beaten  unconscious. 

I  know  this  as  I  wss  told  of  it  by  a  civilian  prisoner  named  Frank 
Ogarn.  On  the  next  day  Kitaraura  told  my  boatswain's  mote  Leibold  that 
Emil  was  going  to  die  that  day.  Ho  did  and  I  buried  him  two  days  letor. 
His  death  was  the  direct  result  of  the  beatings  administered  as  out¬ 
lined  above  and  ordered  by  Sanemntsu,  formerly  a  Captain  in  the  Imperial 
Japanese  Navy. 

While  I  was  at  Cfuna  in  late  March  or  early  April  an  aviator 
named  Hunt,  I  believe  he  was  Ensign  Pichard  Hunt,  USNP,  was  brought 
to  tho  camp.  He  had  minor  burns  on  his  legs,  an  injured  arm  whi.’h  he 
could  not  use,  and  a  broken  arm  in  a  v/ire  splint,  Tho  pharmacist's 
mate  Kitaraura 's  treatment  of  thi3  prisoner  consisted  of  taking  off  the 
wire  splint  so  his  arm  would  bend 'at  the  break  causing  him  terrific 
pain  as  could  be  seen  by  his  facial  expressions,  and  sending  him  back 
to  his  cell.  Hunt  could  walk  steadily  but  slowly  when  he  rrrived  at 
camp  there  is  every  reeson  to  believe  that  with  reasonable  food  he 
could  have  survived.  He  could  not  feed  himself  however  and  Kitaraura 
forbade  the  guards  to  lot  any  of  the  prisoner  mess  cooks  feed  him. 

I  sent  word  to  Sanematsu,  tha  head  intelligence  officer  of  this  situation 
by  an  interpreter  namod  Isamu  Sato,  nicknamed  the  "Kanuka*.

JaUa  of  Oh™  fo!t,  kneaa  bent  to  a  aixty  degree  angle  and  hand,  hold 
over  the  hand,  which  becoraos  very  p- infull  with  pessinfS  minu  * 
Whenever  one  of  Kohares  flails  would  got  underway  Kltsmurp  would  soon 
join  in  both  in  urging  the  lesser  guards  or  in  personal  clubbin,,. 

In  the  menths  of  June  end  July  r  f,u»rd  by  the  name  or  niokn-ma 
of  l'in«0  similar  in  appearance  to  Ni3hi,  hut  witu  a  sligctly 
forehead  *  end^beedier  e?es  became  the  tyrant  at  Ofuna.  He  is  further 
identified  by  his  head  being  carried  slightly  forward.  He  oul 
reulerly  beat  prisoners  over  the  head  with  e  largo  club  at  meal  time 
on  trumped  up  charges.  Generally  these  wore  of  his  own  reeking  on 
tVloTt.  A  typical  example  would  bo  his  kicking  ones  shoes  out  of 
line  outside  the  cell  door  then  a  uninistering  tne  obove  punishment 
because  shoes  were  not  strnight.  I  heve  observed  .him  hit  practice lly 
all  nrisoners  in  the  eastern  barracks  or.e  night  efter  anothe)  .raising 
terrific  welts  on  their  heeds.  Immediately  following  the  evening 
meal  he  would  rake  all  prisoners  run  around  the  compound  as  jnanyea 
sixty  laps,  or  about  four  miles.  When  they  dropped  or  fell  behind 
from  oxheustion,  this  guard  would  club  them  unmercifully.  Fur  OT  9 
each  call  to  quarters  this  gtrrd  would  club  ths  prisoners  in  th.  1-g 
£  they  « merged  fron  th.  berracke.  This  often  took  ,1'oe  in  fill  vie, 
of  both  lit,  end  Kitoxure  nho  epp.'rontly  registered  approval. 


To  rttorapt  to  help  this  situation  I  sent  word  to  Sanematsu  by 
Isamu  Sato.  This  was  intorcapted  anrouto  in  sono  manner  by  Kitanura 
and  Iida.  Tho  following  dny,  I  with  Lt.Flsnnagnn  wars  made  to  3wsb 
the  dec!:  of  the  eastern  barracks  alone  with  tha  usual  handleless 
swab.  Wo  were  boaten  with  clubs  by  four  gu^rd*  who  relievod  each 
other  periodically.  This  started  about  eight-thirty  in  the  morning 
and  continued  until  noon,  more  than  throe  hours  Inter*  Kitaraura 
oppearod  on  the  scone  frequently  to  watch  tho  punishment.  Lt  Fiannpgan 
and  mysolf  were  barely  able  to  move  for  scvoral  days.  On  the  following 
dpy  Kitemurr  told  mo  that  if  I  again  attempted  to  do  anything  about 
the  beatings  in  the  camp  I  would  be  beaten  daily  like  I  had  been 
beaten  the  day  before.  Fortunately  I  was  transferred  to  Omori  shortly 
afterwards. 


Whilo  a  prisoner  at  f'funa  about  the  first  cf  July  1945,  Lt. 
Flynn  became  weak  from  the  normal  dysontnry  of  which  the  majority  of 
prisoners  sufferod.  Kit-inura,  tho  pharmacist's  r.  te,  wiio  made  no 
careful  inquiry  into  tho  health  of  tho  sick,  Lmculately  took  Lt. 
Flynns  complete  ration  away  from  him  for  ten  full  days.  Thi3  was 
obviously  move  in  punishment  for  not  being  able  to  continue  with  the 
camp  7ork  than  as  any  cure.  F^ynn  within  »i  week  beepme  so  weak  th°t 
ho  could  barely  movo  and  when  r.  ration  of  ,hito  rice  was  restored 
nt  the  ond  of  ten  days  ho  coul-l  no  longer  o^t.  Flynn  died  s  few  days 
l^tar  in  vny  presence  directly  as  a  result  of  Kitrnura's  sadistic 
punishment.
